The Alabama’^Statesman Wants All of 
the Correspondence Laid Be­ 
fore the Senate. 


W a s h i ng t o n , Dec. i 6 . — Senator

Morg an, cf Alabama, held the at­ 
tention of the senate and well filled 
g alleries for an hour y esterday by 
his earnest adv ocacy of a strong and 
decisiv e policy in dealing with the 
Cuban q uestion. 
The prominence 
of Mr. Morg an in the Cuban debate 
of last session, when he had charg e 
of the Cuban resolutions, reported 
from the committee on foreig n re­ 
lations, g av e special interest to his 
speech y esterday . He spoke in dis­ 
passionate sty le, althoug h his words 
had a directness and sev erity in pic­ 
turing the horrors ex isting in Cuba 
such as is seldom heard in the sen­ 
ate. 
Mr. Morg an spoke treely of the 
possibilities of war, welcorjing it if 
necessary to g uarantee the protec­ 
tion of American citizens. 
He as­ 
serted thatSpain’s bankruptcy would 
prev ent the collection of any in­ 
demnity for wrong s. 
The Senator 
q uestioned the wisdom of the pres­ 
ident’s position, that g ranting bel­ 
lig erent rig hts would be "untimely .” 
Mr. Morg an’s v iews on the line of 
-action which 
should be adopted 
was summed up in the following : 
; "Althoug h I believ e that bellig er­ 
e nt rig hts should be accorded the 
Cubans, inasmuch as the president 
prefers a more coersiv e policy , and 
warns Spain that the time is near at 
hand for decisiv e action, I will sup­ 
port him iu any mov ements which 
will sav e our people on that island 
from further outrag e; I will not o b­ 
struct his course with q uestions of 
propriety ,but follow the colors when 
planted by the president on the a d­ 
v anced g round that the concession ot 
bellig erent rig hts has Decomc u n­ 
timely , and that ev ery duty 
de­ 
mands activ e interv ention. 
If that 
crumbles away , I 
will 
ag ain fall 
back to the position that a just care 
for our own people req uires us to 
declare an armed neutrality ready 
to assail either bellig erent that in­ 
dicts wrong on our people. 
If the 
president should say , "the time has 
arriv ed, the hour has struck,” would 
any American be so base as not to 
hold up his hands while the battle 
is rag ing .” 
At the close of Mr, 
Morg an’s 
speech his resolution was adopted, 
req uesting the secretary of state for 
papers and information relativ e to 
the Competitor prisoners and other 
American citizens held in Cuba by 
the Spanish authorities. 
The res­ 
olution is: 
"Resolv ed, That the president is 
req uested, if it is not in his opin­ 
ion incompatible with the public 
serv ice, to send to the senate copies 
of the papers relating to the condi­ 
tion of affairs in the island of Cuba, 
which are referred to in the report 
of the secretary of state that ac­ 
companies his last annual messag e 
as papers collected in the annual 


v olume entitled foreig n 
relations 
of the United States.’ 
"And also a statement of the sev ­ 
eral amounts of the claims lodg ed 
in the deprrtment of state by cit 
izens of the United States ag ainst 
Spain, g rowing out of the alleg p.d 
insurrection now ex isting in 
the 
island of Cuba. 
"And 
also all correspondence 
with the Spanish g ov ernment relat­ 
ing to the v essel called the C om ­ 
petitor, and the persons captured 
with or near the v essel, with a state­ 
ment of the charg es pending in any 
court in 
Spain or Cuba ag ainst 
said persons and the proceeding s 
of such 
court in 
those 
cases: 
and the place of their imprisonment, 
the character of their treatment 
while in prison and the condition 
of their health; whether said pris­ 
oners hav e had 
tbe priv ileg e of 
counsel of their own selection on 
any trial which has taken place on 
such charg es or were represented 
by any counsel, attorney or other 
ag ent of the United States.”

REMARKABLE INVENTION. 


Parallel Trains With a Vestibuled 
Bridge Acts as 
a Mo v ing 
Statio n. 


r 


E v e n in this d a y of railroad w o n ­ 


ders, with engines that can spurt at 


the rate of 112 miles an hour, it 
seem s a rem arkable idea that p r o ­ 


vid es for passengers ch an gin g cars 


o n trains w hich run at the rate of 


sixty miles 
an 
hour 
without the 


slightest cessation of speed. 
T h e 


latest idea is a w onderful traveling 
railroad station in the form of a car 


with 
a vestibuled bridge 
at 
the 


side. 
It p rovides for a limited train, or 


a n express that is unlimited, which 


shall run through from 
N e w Y o r k 


to C h ic a g o , for exam ple, 
without 


m a k in g 
a 
single 
stop, 
traveling 


stead ily at the rate of sixty miles an 


hour. 
T o bring this about there 


w ould be 
trains, 
each 
of 
which 


should p ick up passengers along 100 


m iles 
of 
territory. 
E v e ry 
train 


w ould be scheduled to be at a c e r ­ 


tain station at the same time the e x ­ 


press was due. 
B y an arrangem ent 


with the telegraph 
operator at the 


station b e y o n d w hich the auxiliary 


train 
was w aiting 
the 
con d u cto r 


thereof w ould 
receive notice from 


the telegraph 
operator about five 


minutes before the express arrived. 
T h e n the auxiliary would pull out 
on the track next to the one used by 
the express and p roceed to m ake 
time. 
T h e time that it would 
try 
to m ake would be sixty 
miles an 
hour, , w hich would not be a difficult 
task, 
because the engine of each 
auxiliary train would be of the very 
best class, and ca p a b le of m aking 
high speed. 
B y the time the express was near 
the auxiliary train, the latter would 
be 
m akin g 
close 
to the 
desired 
speed, 
and 
then 
both 
engineers 
w ould regulate the time they were 
m akin g so as to run neck and neck. 


N o w com es the chan ge of passen­ 
gers. 
T h e transfer car of the auxiliary 
has on its side a door, which opens 
inw ardly. 
Fold ed close to the side 
of the car, just outside this door, is 
what seems to be the ordinary a c ­ 
cordeon like coupling of a vestibule 
train. 
T h ere is, however, this d if­ 
ference. 
It 
has no platform 
on 
which the passengers are to walk. 
T h e vestibule coupling is not d i­ 
rectly on a line with the bottom of 
the door, but about a foot a bo ve it, 
fastened to two powerful arms of 
steel which m ove up and down. 
T h e express train that stops for 
nothing but 
accidents also has a 
transfer car in its m akeup. 
T here 
is a door in the 
side of this 
car, 
just as in the transfer car of the 
auxiliary. 
O utside, 
too, 
is 
the 
same accordion-like vestibule, but, 
in addition outside 
the 
vestibule 
and fastened to the side of the car, 
the lower end resting upon a stout 
arrangem ent of steel is what resem ­ 
bles the gang w ay of a big passen ­ 
ger steamer, minus the railing. 
L o o k in g again at the transfer car 
of the auxiliary, it will be noticed 
that just below the door are 
two 
h ea v y sockets. 
A little distance on 
each side of the door and below the 
threshold ate two more sockets, and 
on the^transfer car of the express is 
a similar arrangem ent. 
Presently, 
Aàhen the cars are running even and 
even, 
the utility of the invention 
is displayed. 


F rom apertures in the sides of 
each of the transfer cars steel bars 
appear— that is. a steel bar emerges 
from the right socket of the express 
car and from the left socket of the 
auxiliary. 
T h ese bars are 
pushed 
at an angle, flatwise, so that when 
fitted in the sockets on the two cars 
they are in the form of a letter X , 
and form most substantial basis for 
a bridge. 
T h is done, the bridge is 
lowered from the express transfer 
car until its outer edge fits firmly 
into 
the 
socket 
just 
below 
the 
threshold of the do o r of the 
a u x il­ 
iary car. 
T h en the vestibule coup 
ling shoots out from each 
side d i ­ 
rectly over the bridge and fits down 
firmly upon it. 
T h is is done in far less time than 
it takes to relate the m ethod of the 
invention, and now the transfer of 
passengers from the auxiliary to the 
express occurs. B oth trains are run 
ning at 60 miles an hour all this 
while, 
and the 
passengers 
walk 
across from the auxiliary to the e x ­ 
press just as easily and c om forta b ly 
as if they were passing from one 
car to the other in a vestibule train. 


T h e transfer com plete, 
11 is an 
easy matter to replace the 
a p p a ra ­ 
tus as it was 
before 
the 
transfer 
to o ' place. 
O f 
course, 
it 
goes 
without saying that persons desirous 
of s opping at the stations along the 
line which the throuugh train tra­ 
verses would transfer from 
the e x ­ 
press to the auxiliary just as the 
passengers go from the auxiliary to 
the express. 
A nother 
necessary 
proceeding 
which Mr. D osser’s invention p r o ­ 
vides for is the transfer of baggage, 
and this takes place in a manner 
similar to the transfer of 
passen­ 
gers. 
T n e vestibule is not quite so 
elegant, but it is constructed from 
the standpoint of 
strength 
rather 
than appearance. 
T h e baggage is 
wheeled from one train to another 
in the same manner in which it is 
hustled 
about a railroad 
station, 
and as the time for transfer of p a s ­ 
sengers and baggage is limited in 
each case to ten minutes there is no 
time to waste.

fant must not bear it at all.

certain that if the duke of Kent had 
giv en way to the prince regent her 
majesty would hav e been knowui as 
Georgiana, as that, being a family 
name, could not, like Alexandrina, 
be v ery well dropped, and the more 
poetical Victoria w’ould not hav e 
been wdiat it has been for fit) years.

This requires 
a large number of hoys^ however, 
and is not strictl}^ what wq should 
now oiTer as a good method for any 
boy who wants to “ train” and would 
like to train just now for a month 
or two on the ice. 
Here is a plan 
that has been put into operation by 
two boys I know which worked very 
w^ell, and gave them admirable exer­ 
cise. 
It is nothing more nor less 
han lawn tennis on the ice. 
After 
thoroughly clearing the snow from a 
patch of ice about a liundred feet 
square, the boys marked out their 
court by scattering thin lines of salt 
from a paper bag, wdiose edge w’as 
pinched into a groove or scallop, 
that allowed only a narrow stream to 
escape. 
The white salt, melting the 
ice and becoming imbedded in it, 
made a very distinct and permanent 
line. 
When the court had been marked 
out, the boys chopped holes for the 
net stakes, being careful, of course, 
not to cut entirely through the ice. 
Then they cut some smaller holes for 
the guy-pegs, put in the pegs and 
filled the holes wdth water. 
By the 
next morning the pegs were frozen 
in tight, and it was easy enough to 
stretch the net and guy it up to the 
required tension. 
The first game wdiich the boys 
played on their new ice-court was 
rather amusing, as, missing the firm 
grip of the tenuis shoe on solid ground 
and forgetting the smooth surface 
on which they stood, they slipped 
and floundered about in the most 
reckless and ridiculous manner. But 
it w’as not long before they became 
accustomed to the new conditions of 
the game, and w^ere able to dodge 
about the court, skim up to the net 
and back wuth lightning rapidit}% 
and place their balls with the same 
firmness and accuracy which they 
display on a dirt court. The smooth, 
level, elastic ice makes, of course, a 
very diiferent tennis court from an 
ordinary lawn, but at the same time 
there are advantages in this from 
the athletic point of view. 
The ex­ 
ercise of keeping control of your 
movements is greater than on a 
lawn.

Five gallons of water, five pounds 
of salt, t*wo pounds of sugar, one 
quart of molasses, one teacup of 
saltpeter. 
Mix these ingredients, 
and after sprinkling the fleshy side 
of the meat with salt, pack in 
a 
tight 
barrel. 
Hams 
first, 
then 
shoulders, then middlings. 
Pour 
brine over the meat and leave the 
meat in it about six weeks. 
When it is taken out of the brine 
rub it thoroughly with powdered 
borax while it is still soft and damp, 
and a layer of black pepper would 
also be advantageous. 
Then after 
letting it dry out a few days bag the 
hams and shoulders in stout cotton 
and hang them in a dark, cod place. 
If your smokehouse has windows, 
put shutters, dark shades or curtains 
to them, to secure the meat being 
kept in a dark place. — Prairie 
Farmer.
